I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

In  view  of  re-organisation  of  local  government  and  the  health  services, 
this  will  probably  be  the  penultimate  report  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Medical  Administrators 
(Chairman;  Dr.  R.B.  Hunter),  which  has  recently  been  published,  recommends 
that  there  should  be  a  "District  Community  Physician"  employed  by  the 
National  Health  Service,  but  that  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  local 
government  District  Authority  and  the  local  Area  Health  Authority  one  of 
these  "Community  Physicians"  should  be  appointed  as  adviser  on  environmental 
hygiene  and  communicable  disease  control  to  the  District  Council,  and  "be 
directly  accountable  to  it  for  these  matters". 

On  the  previous  page  you  may  have  noticed  the  addition  of  the  initials 
M.F.C.M.  after  my  name;  this  is  because  I  have  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
recently  formed  Faculty  of  Community  Medicine  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  were  generally  favourable,  and  apart 
from  an  outbreak  of  measles  there  was  a  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease,. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  support 
and  interest  during  the  year.

The  main  cause  of  death  was  again  ischaemic  (coronary)  heart  disease. 

There  was  an  increase  from  25  deaths  in  1970  to  39  in  1971.  36.3  pen  cent  of 

the  male  deaths  were  from  this  disease,  and  two  occurred  in  men  aged  45  ~  54? 
and  eight  in  the  age  group  55  -  64.  The  disease  occurs  from  a  combination  of 
factors  due  to  our  modern  way  of  life,  and  can  occur  suddenly  without  warning, 
so  the  following  advice  might  be  found  useful  to  avoid  this  end. 

1.  Those  with  a  family  history  of  the  disease  should  be  especially 
careful  to  a,void  smoking  and  stop  becoming  overweight. 

2.  Avoidance  of  prolonged  stress  5  short  periods  of  mental  stress  are 
unavoidable,  (such  as  a  family  crisis,  or  having  to  change  one's  job)  and 
these  are  not  necessarily  harmful,  but  one  should  try  and  get  a  job  (if  that 
is  possible  in  these  days  of  unemployment)  which  suits  one's  temperament  and 
intellectual  ability.  For  example,  a  far  greater  percentage  of  'bus  drivers 
in  London  die  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  than  do  'bus  conductors.  I  suspect 
(though  I  do  not  see  how  one  could  do  a  retrospective  survey  to  prove  it)  that 
the  'bus  drivers  who  survive  to  a  ripe  old  age  are  phlegmatic  characters  who  do 
gardening  or  some  other  regular  exercise  in  their  spare  time.  Another  example 
of  prolonged  job  stress  is  the  over  ambitious  man  who  accepts  a  promotion  or 
takes  on  a  job  that  is  really  beyond  his  capabilities.  Hard  work,  physical  or 
mental,  hurts  no-one  as  long  as  they  know  they  can  cope  with  it,  in  fact  some 
people  feel  stress  if  their  capacities  are  under- employed.  Most  people  need 
some  time  to  relax  each  day,  but  with  modern  life  this  becomes  increasingly 
difficult  -  more  hire  purchase  (must  have  a  colour  T.V.l)  means  the  wife  goes 
out  to  work  and  the  husband  has  to  help  with  the  housework,  or  else  he  takes 

a  second  job  in  the  evenings  to  get  the  extra  money.  Then  the  soaring  cost  of 
services  means  everything  is  "do-it-yourself"  these  days.  This  used  to  mean 
mowi ng  the  lawn  or  occasional  home  decorating,  but  more  and  more  is  being  adaed- 
self-service  of  the  car,  adding  a  home  extension,  etc.,  etc.  If  the  husband  is 
a  natural  handyman  this  is  fine  -  may  be  a  relaxing  hobby  for  him,  but  if  he  is 
not  this  extra  "do-it-yourself"  to  keep  up  with  the  Jones  may  be  a  factor 
contributing  to  heart  attacks.  This  does  not  include  regular  exercise  such  as 
mowing  the  lawn,  but  only  "fiddly"  or  over  ambitious  jobs. 

3.  Avoidance  of  smoking.  The  latest  report  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  has  shown  that  smoking  is  a  definite  causative  factor  in  ischaemic 
heart  disease. 
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4.  Diet.  There  is  continuing  controversy  over  what  axe  the  exact  factors 
that  axe  of  importance  -  suggestions  have  been  nade  that  it  is  better  to  eat 
more  vegetable  fat  and  less  animal  fat,  that  too  much  sugar  and  ’’refined"  foods 
axe  bad  (e.g.  brown  bread  is  better  than  white)  but  what  is  generally  agreed  is 
that  it  is  dangerous  for  the  middle-aged  to  become  overweight  -  they  should 
either  eat  less  high  calorie  food  or  take  more  regular  exercise.  High  calorie 
foods  are  sugax,  starch,  fat,  and  alcohol.  Food  that  is  better  is  lean  meat 
fish,  poultry,  vegetables  and  fruit. 

Regular  exercise.  When  you  run,  or  climb  a  long  flight  of  stairs,  the 
rate  at  which  the  heart  beats  goes  up  from  the  average  of  around  80  beats  per 
minute  to  about  120  or  more  beats  per  minute.  In  the  healthy  person  when  you 
stop  and  rest  the  heart  rate  drops  back  to  its  normal  rate  in  about  one  or  two 
minutes  -  if  the  heart  or  lungs  are  out  of  condition  it  takes  much  longer. 
Regular  exercise  is  good  for  the  heart,  but  as  people  get  older  they  must 
avoid  sudden  extreme  exertion  which  they  are  not  used  to  doing  regularly.  For 
example,  I  knew  one  elderly  man  who  died  of  a  heart  attack  when  dancing  the 
"Twist"  too  energetically. 

Finally ,  the  motor  car  may  be  more  of  a  modern  killer  than  road  accident 
statistics  suggest,  because  the  sedentary  worker  who  drives  to  work  every  day 
and  never  walks  anywhere  may  not  get  enough  exercise  during  the  day  to  keep 
his  heart  in  good  condition. 


Tne  next  commonest  cause  of  death  was  various  types  of  cancer  (21  deaths), 
with, lung  cancer  predominating  with  six  deaths.  Information  on  the  dangers  of 
smoking  is  given  in  all  Wiltshire  secondary  schools.

In  July,  1971  the  Spanish  health  authorities  notified  the  World  Health 
Organisation  of  seven  cases  of  cholera  in  Zaragoza  and  later  on  7th  September, 
1971  Spain  notified  the  World  Health  Organisation  of  six  cases  of  cholera  in 
Barcelona  Province  and  eight  cases  in  Valencia  Province.  On  20th  September, 

1971  >  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  informed  us  that 
two  British  travellers  had  developed  cholera  after  returning  from  holiday  in 
Spain.  On  17th  September,  1971,  airports  started  notifying  me  of  travellers 
returning  from  cholera  infected  areas  in  Spain  to  homes  in  this  area  who  were 
without  valid  cholera  certificates.  In  October  there  was  an  outbreak  of  cholera 
in  Lisbon,  Portugal,  and  we  wer e  notified  of  travellers  from  there.  All  the 
people  involved  were  visited  by  health  inspectors  and  specimens  taken  from 
those  with  diarrhoea.  No  cases  of  cholera  were  found,  but  two  returning 
travellers  to  North  Wiltshire  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  salmonella 
food  poisoning  infection. 
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The  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations  1968  enables  one  to  place  restrictions 
on  food  handlers  suffering  from  suspected  enteric  diseases,  but  only  those ^ 
diseases  specified  in  Schedule  5  of  the  regulations ,  which,  by  not  mentioning 
cholera,  specifically  excludes  it.  I  immediately  took  up  this  point  with  the 
British  Medical  Association,  and  learnt  later  that  they  were  recommending  to 
the  Department  of  Health  that  cholera  should  be  specifically  included  in  these 

Regulations . 

Tuberculosis . 

Two  cases  were  notified.  The  Chest  Physician,  helped  by  health  visitors 
of  the  County  Council,  follows  up  contacts.  The  health  department  investigates 
the  environmental  aspects.  All  school  children  at  secondary  school  are  offered 
B.C.G.  immunisation  which  protects  against  this  disease. 


Measles . 

This  was  an  epidemic  year  with  125  cases  notified.  This  is  most 
disappointing  as  it  shows  that  mothers  are  not  taking  advantage  of  the  County 
Council’s  offer  of  free  immunisation  against  measles,  which  is  now  offered 
routinely  in  the  second  year  of  life.  In  the  Borough  of  Chippenham  there  was 
a  death  from  measles  in  1968,  and  Chippenham  Borough  in  1971  was  due  for  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  which  in  past  years  has  meant  over  300  cases  5  but  in 
1971  they  only  had  18  cases  reported,  which  shows  the  value  of  immunisation. 

Infectious  Hepatitis. 

The  epidemic  that  started  in  1969  has  now  subsided  as  people  have  gained 
natural  immunity,  and  only  three  cases  were  reported. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  of  salmonella  food  poisoning  was  notified.  It  was  found  that 
the  patient  had  contracted  the  disease  when  visiting  a  relative  in 
Gloucestershire  who  went  down  with  the  same  infection. 

Diphtheria. 

A  member  of  the  Armed  Forces  was  reported  as  suffering  from  a  rare 
condition,  diphtheria  of  the  skin,  which  he  had  contracted  abroad.  He  did  not 
have  the  germ  in  this  nose  or  throa,t,  which  is  the  common  place  of  infection, 
and  therefore  there  was  no  spread  to  anyone  else. 


The  following  information  was  obtained  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (Unpublished) . 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  diphtheria  in  children  were  reported  from  a 
city  in  the  North  of  England.  These  children  had  not  been  immunised.  In 
subsequent  investigations  they  discovered  26  carriers  amongst  2,000  contacts 
investigated.  An  immunisation  campaign  was  immediately  started  and  7>000 
children  in  the  city  were  immunised  between  iSth  -  21st  February.  Diphtheria 
can  be  a  killing  disease,  and  immunisation  of  infants  is  essential.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  health  department  take  regular  samples  from  consumers  ’  supply  P°^JS 
throughout  the  district  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Public  Healt 
Laboratory  in  Bath.  They  also  test  for  residual  chlorine  in  the  water.  I 
receive  copies  of  the  Public  Analyst’s  reports  on  the  water  from  all  sources, 
showing  that  it  does  not  contain  any  trace  of  poisonous  metals,  and  also  that 
it  does  not  dissolve  the  lead  in  lead  pipes.  It  is  only  a  certain  type  of 
soft  water  that  dissolves  lead  from  lead  pipes,  and  we  are  fortunate  that  t  e 
water  in  this  area  is  comparatively  hard.  People  may  complain  that  hard  wa  er 
uses  more  soap,  but  there  is  now  good  evidence  that  hard  waters  are  healthier 
than  soft  waters.  A  summary  of  the  facts  is  given  in  an  article  by  A.N.  Howard 
in  the  April,  1972  medical  journal  entitled  ’’Modern  Geriatrics”  -  some  of  this 

is  worth  quoting  in  fulls 

”In  the  United  Kingdom,  Crawford  and  her  colleagues  showed  that  in  6 1 
County  Boroughs  of  England  and  Wales  with  a  population  of  over  80,000  in  19  1> 
the  harder  the  local  drinking  water  and  the  more  calcium  it  contained,  the 
lower  was  the  death  rate  in  middle  and  early  old  age;  this  was  particularly  so 
for  cardiovascular  mortality.  Chemical  studies  of  trace  elements  in  water 
from  consumers’  taps  showed  none  at  a  concentration  which  could  be  considered 
toxic  either  in  towns  with  very  soft  or  very  hard  water. 

The  death  rates  in  Glasgow  for  cardiovascular  disease  are  about  the 
highest  in  Britain  (654  per  100,000  for  people  aged  45  -  64  years)  and  the  city 
has  a  very  soft  water  supply.  Greater  London  has  a  very  hard  drinking  water 
and  similar  deaths  (440  per  100,000)  are  approximately  two-thirds  those  in 

Glasgow . 

Probably  the  most  interesting  report  is  that  provided  by  Robertson,  who 
has  studied  the  rise  in  death  rate  from  cardiovascular  disease  over  the  last 
seven  years  in  Scunthorpe,  Lines.,  where  the  water  supply  was  artifically 
softened.  Nearby  Grimsby  has  exactly  the  same  water  supply,  but  unseftened. 
Scunthorpe  has  27 $  more  deaths  than  Grimsby.  Moreover,  while  death  rates  are 
still  rising  in  Scunthorpe  they  are  falling  slightly  in  Grimsby,  The  local 
water  board  have  token  the  unusual  step  of  doubling  the  calcium  content  of  the 
town’s  water  supply  and  have  given  up  using  the  water  softener. 

There  is  no  clear  evidence  as  yet  as  to  what  is  present  or  missing  in 
soft  water  that  makes  it  deletious.” 

The  majority  of  the  District  is  supplied  by  the  North  Wilts.  Water  Board, 

In  the  east  there  is  a  small  area  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
a  total  of  736  houses. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  following  report  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  R.  Parrage 
of  the  North  Wilts.  Water  Board 


DEVELOPMENT , 

During  the  year  under  revie?;  the  Board's  new  borehole  at  Holt . has  been, 
developed  and  a  pumping  station  constructed.  This  station  is  now  in  operation. 
A  further  production  borehole  has  been  successfully  drilled  to  the  south  of 
Holt  village  which,  together  with  the  first  borehole,  has  been  licensed  for 

abstraction  of  water  up  to  2j  m.g.d. 

Further  trial  boreholes  have  been  sunk  near  Market  Lavington  and  a 
production  borehole  has  been  drilled  at  Easterton. 

Work  on  a  production  borehole  at  Lacock  is  in  progress.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER. 

(a)  Samples  taken  from  consumers  *  supply  points. 

During  the  year  1,330  samples  from  consumers’  supply  points  were 
examined;  of  these 

1,241  were  satisfactory,  having  coliforrn  counts  of  less  than  1 
49  were  reported  to  have  coliforrn  counts  of  1  -  2 
40  had  coliforrn  counts  of  3  or  more. 

On  the  occasions  when  reports  of  coliforrn  counts  were  received  from  the 
Laboratory,  investigations  and  repeated  samplings  were  undertaken  and  continued 
until  satisfactory  reports  were  received.

Chlorination  of  all  sources  is  practised  with  the  aim  of  obtaining 
chlorine  residuals  at  all  consumers’  points  of  supply  of  between  0.1  and 
0.3  p.p.m. 

The  Board  continues  to  exercise  supervision  of  the  quality  of  raw  water 
from  all  the  sources  by  submitting  samples  to  their  Consultant  Chemists,  the 
Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories,  London,  and  any  changes  in  chemical  cr 
rnineralogical  qualities  of  the  water  are  reported  upon  by  Mr.  Gordon  Miles, 
the  Principal  of  those  Laboratories. 

Fluoride  occurs  naturally  in  quantities  from  0.38  to  0.75  p.p.m.  in  the 
water  obtained  from  the  deep  borehole  sources  in  the  limestone  but  it  is 
usually  absent  in  the  waters  obtained  from  shallow  wells  and  spring  sources. 

The  Board  is  advised  by  its  Consultant  Chemists  that  none  of  the  waters 
supplied  is  plumbo-solvent . 


SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

The  main  sewerage  of  the  village  of  Corston  is  now  nearly  completed  and 
a  scheme  for  Brinkworth  has  been  prepared.

Work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  11  bungalows  at  Shcrston. 

38  families  were  rehoused  in  existing  Council  houses  through  changes  of 
tenancy  during  the  year. 

All  applicants  for  Council  houses  who  either  live  or  v/ork  in  the  Rural 
District  are  registered  without  any  waiting  period  or  immediate  investigation 
of  their  circumstances. 

The  number  of  such  applicants  at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as  229. 

A  considerable  number  of  these  applicants  are  persons  who  live  outside 
but  work  in  the  District  and  would  like  to  move  nearer  to  their  work,  It  is 
also  found  on  investigation  that  while  many  people  would  like  to  rent  a  Council 
house  and  apply  accordingly,  the  number  in  actual  need  of  alternative 
accommodation  is  very  much  smaller. 

As  many  repairs  as  possible  are  carried  out  by  direct  labour  but  most 
exterior  painting  is  being  carried  out  by  Contract.  Some  years  ago  a 
programme  was  set  by  which  all  houses  would  be  repainted  externally  every  5 
years  and  this  is  now  being  achieved. 

The  average  cost  of  repair  of  houses  during  1 969  was  about  £20,00  per 
house  with  an  additional  cost  of  approximately  £4  per  house  for  maintenance 
of  sewage  plants,  management  etc. 

146  of  the  Council's  1 64  pre-war  houses  have  been  improved  by  the  provision 
of  bathrooms,  internal  W.C.'s,  hot  water  systems,  etc.,  those  outstanding 
being  10  at  Sawyers  Rise,  Minety,  4  at  St.  John's  Dauntsey  and  4  at  Sopworth, 
and  a  scheme  for  the  Sawyers  Rise  houses  is  being  prepared  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  v/ork  v/ill  commence  shortly. 

8  houses  at  Wick  Road,  Oaksey  were  improved  during  the  year. 


The  Council  now  own  113  garages  for  letting  to  tenants. 
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Private  Enterprise  Building. 


The  number  of  houses  completed  has  increased,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  in  course  of  erection  remained  almost  constant.

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  , 

As  I  have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  the  installation  of  main  water 
supplies  throughout  practically  the  whole  of  the  District,  and  consequent 
increase  in  drainage  makes  the  need  for  main  sewerage  schemes  greater  than  ever 

The  Council’s  policy  has  been  to  encourage  house  building  by  private 
enterprise  and  the  improvement  of  older  property  by  the  installation  of  water 
closets  and  baths,  the  only  possible  drainage  outfalls  in  many  cases  at  present 
being  cesspits  or  septic  tanks.  In  areas  with  pervious  subsoil,  effluent, 
disposal  by  soakage  is  reasonably  efficient  but  in  that  part  of  the  Distrie 
v/ith  a  clay  or  water-logged  subsoil  there  are  many  cases  of  unauthorised 
discharge  of  septic  tank  effluents  to  ditches  and  watercourses  which  thereby 
become  polluted  and  lead  to  complaints  often  from  those  persons  responsible  for 

the  trouble. 

The  increasing  use  of  detergents  is  making  maintenance  and  effluent 
disposal  even  more  difficult  than  in  the  past. 

Until  such  time  as  sewage  shcemes  can  be  provided,  if  houses  are  to  be 
built  or  improved,  the  occupants  must  be  prepared  to  accept  a  certain  amount 
of  inconvenience  in  drainage  disposal. 
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The  Hullavington,  Shcrston  and  Great  Somerford  sewage  disposal  plants  have 
been  well  maintained  during  the  year  and  samples  of  effluent  have  been  reported 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  disposing  of  sludge  from  the  works , 

Farmers  appear  to  be  growing  more  and  more  reluctant  to  take  the  sludge,  even 
free  of  charge,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  disposal  will  become  more  difficult 

in  the  future. 

The  North  Eastern  Area  Sewerage  Scheme  and  works  have  been. completed  but 
the  number  of  houses  connected  has  been  most  disappointing  particularly  in  those 
villages  where  local  pressure  for  a  sewerage  scheme  was  greatest..  The  scheme 
for  Corston  has  commenced  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to 

prepare  a  scheme  for  Brinkworth. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  is  now  collected  v;eekly,  by  direct  labour,  over  the  whole  of  the 
Rural  District. 

More  householders  are  realising  the  need  to  provide  proper  covered  fly- 
proof  dustbins  but  unsuitable  containers  such  as  sacks,  cardboard  boxes  and  old 
baths  etc.,  continue  to  be  used  in  some  cir cums tances. 

All  of  the  refuse  from  the  Rural  District  is  now  tipped  at  Little  Somerford, 
which  tip  is  also  used  by  the  Malmesbury  Borough  Council  by  agreement. 

A  collection  of  bulky  refuse  was  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  a  local 
scrap  merchant. 

A  Karrier  Musketeer  19/60  refuse  collecting  vehicle  was  sold  and  the 
S.  &  D.  25  cubic  yard  T.W.  vehicle  sold. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  3100  tons  of  refuse  was  collected 
and  disposed  of  during  the  year,  an  average  of  about  16  cwt.  per  household,  the 
lorries  covering  over  20,000  miles. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  WORKMEN. 

The  Council  now  employ  14  workmen  as  follows s-

facilities  are  provided  for  the  use  of  the  workmen  at  the  Council’s  depot  at 

Burton  Hill.
